Wlint Jts Costs to Maintain the Schools ol 


I>lirci>ent European Countries. 


The French Minister of Education 


h:is, in connection with the recent dis- 
cussion in the Chamber of a now meas- 
ure on primary instruction, published 
the following figures showing the num» 
ber of schools and tlie cost of education 
in different European 
countries: In 


Russia, 
with 74,000,000 inhabitants, 


there are 32,000 schools, with an aver- 
age attendance of 36, or one school to 
cvory 2,300 inhabitants, the cost per 
head of the population being rather 
more than 5 cents. 
Austria, with 37,- 


000,000 inhabitants, has 29,000 schools, 
attended hy about 3,000,000 scholars, 
the average being 104 to each school, 
and one school to every 1,300 inhabi- 
tants, the cost per inhabitant heing 19 
cents. Franco, with 37.000,000 .inhabi- 
tants, has 71,000 schools, attended by 
•0,000,000 children, with an 
average 


attendance 
of CO children in each, 


and a school to every 500 inhabit- 
ants. 
The cost per head of the popu- 


lation is about 29 cents. 
In Germany, 


witli 42,000,000 inhabitants, there are 
00,000 schools attended by 6,000,000 
children, or 100 to each school, with a 
school to every 700 inhabitants. Tha 
cost per head of the population is about 
89 cents. In Great Britain, with 34,000,- 
000 population, (here are 58,000 schools 
attended by 3,000,000 children, or 62 
to each school, with one school to every 
GOO inhabitants. The cbst per'heBa ol 
the population is about 37 cents. In .It- 
aly, witli 28,000,000 inhabitants, thciM 
are 47,000 schools and 2,000,000 pupils, 
Hie average being about 40 children pet 
school, with a school for every 600 in- 
habitants. 
The cost per .head ol the 


population is about 16 cents. In Spain, 
with 17,000,000 inhabitants, there are 
29J500 schools attended by about 1,600,-

The 
half dozen churches in the neighborhood 
all had representatives in the crowd, that 
melted away from the lino o£ aim. La- 
dles fainted, horses tuergod at their reins 
and plunged blludly about, aud all the 
while, above all the shrieks, and cries, 
and curses, rose the rattle of the revolver 
and the little puffs of smoke. 


It was inevitable that Mr. Rawson 


should go down, for th.8 boy was bat a 
foot or two behind when he flred the first 
bullet. 


At the second shot Kawsou went down. 


Ho rose and sunk upon one knee. Still 
tho bullets rained upou him. At last the 
pistol was omptv, aud Mr. Rawson had 
fallen into the ai ms of a friend. It was 
thought ho was fatally wounded. A self- 
acting revolver had put four out of five 
bullets into him. The boy upon whom the 
crowd rushed wns Wm. Kalph Lea, step 
son of the man ho had tried to kill. II 
would have gone hard with him then if a 
policeman had not covered his slight form 
with his blue-coated, burly form and

When taken to the station, Lee said he

ished and that of General of 


the Army Revived, 


And General Phil Sheridan Promptly 


Appointed and Confirmed to 


Fill the Position. 


Sheridan U General. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.— The House has 


passed the Senate bill to revive the rank 
of General of the Army for the benefit of 
General Sheridan, 


A half hour after the passage of the 


Sheridan bill in the House to-day it was 
engrossed, signed by the Speaker and 
president of the Senate and dispatched 
by special messenger to the President for 
his approval. 
The Bill Slrned and the Nomination 
Made. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.— The President 


signed the bill reviving the rank of 
General in the United States Army at ten 
minutes past two o'clock this afternoon, 
and immediately sent the nomination of 
Philip Henry Sheridan for the position 
to the Senate. 


The Nomination Confirmed. 


WASHINGTON, June 1, 2:34 P. M.— Tha 


Senate has confirmed the appointment of 
Lieutenant-General Sheridan to be Gen- 
eral, and & dispatch has been sent to the 
President notifying him of the Senate's 
action. 
_ 


aeneral Sheridan Receives Hi« Com- 
mission. 


WASHINGTON, June 2. — As soon as the 


Senate confirmed the nomination of Lieu- 
tenant-General Sheridan to be General, 
Senators Hawley and Mandergan took a 
carriage and were rapidly driven to the 
White House. 
They were immediately 


received by the President, who handed 
Senator Hawley the parchment Sommis- 
sion. Five minutes later they were in the 
drawing-room of the Sheridan 
home. 


Mrs. Sheridan was summoned, and soon 
appeared. 
Senator Hawley handed her 


the commission with a tew appropriate 
words. 


Mrs. Sheridan told the Senators thatsha 


thanked them and all others who had as- 
sisted in conferring this great honor on 
her husband. "If any thing can cure him, 
this will", she said. "Early this morning 
he seemed greatly pleased when he learned 
of the efforts that were being made. I 
will show him the commission as soon as 
he wakes." 


General Sheridan woke a few minutes 


after this. His wife told him the news, 
and the sick man seemed greatly pleased. 
"That's the best tonic I've had for a 
week," he said. 


Chief Clerk Tweedale of the War De- 


partment was sent for, and soon arrived. 
The members of the -General's staff who 
were In the house were summoned to the 
sick-room, and the formal oath was ad- 
ministered to the stricken soldier by Mr, 
Tweedale. 


While waiting for him, a letter of thanks 


to the President, at the General's request, 
was prepared, and a few moments later 
he affixed his signature to the letter, his 
first attempt at writing since he was 
taken sick. 


After taking the oath General Sheridan, 


now General of the United States Army, 
signed the necessary official papers and 
immediately announced his staff to be the 
same officers who had served him as 
Lieutenant-General. 
This appointment 


gives to each of them tho rank of Colonel. 
He then issued his flrst order as General, 
which was a notification to the army oi 
the appointment of MB staff. 


Sympathetic and low-voiced congratu- 


lations were tendered to General Sheridan 
by those present during the simple cere- 
monies. 


The Text of the Bill. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.— The text of the 


Sheridan bill, which became a law yes- 
terday, is as follows : 


Be /t Enacted, That the grade of Lteutenant- 


General or the Army is hereby discontinued, 
and Is merged in the Rrade ot General of the 
the Army of the United States, which grade 
shall continue during the lifetime of the pres- 
ent Lieutenant-General, lifter which suoh grade 
snail cease; and the President of the United 
States' is hereby authorised to uppolnt, with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, a Gen- 
eral of the Army or the Unltou suites. 


Sec 2 That the p.iy and allowances of the 


General be the same as heretofoie allowed for 
that grade.

'•tit may be interesting to many read- 
rs to get an idea of tho extent of the 
Chinese business capacity of New York, 
and what they deal in mostly. Let u 
Jrst glawce over their retail trade ex- 
clusively amon£ themselves. The fol- 
lowing are tho principal articles of 
trade in the Chinese groceries: Dried 
[owls, smoke and salted Chinese pork, 
sausages, ham, dried oysters, smoked 
oysters, dried and smoked clams, shad, 
dried, smoked and canned in oil, and 
other fishes cured in like manner, 
shrimps and lobsters dried, bean cur- 
dle in till varieties, like the Italian 
macaroni; also canned bean curdle aa 
a catchup. 


Chinese cabbage dried, and also in 


barrels, cured in vinegar. 
This is 


really delicious, and beats the sauer- 
kraut of the German make in every 
respect 
Bamboo shoots all varieties, 


lily flowers dried, sea weeds, fungus, 
mushrooms, sharks' fins. These are 
so cured that they i-osemblo dried 
starch. 
When cooked with pork they 


taste very like a delicately cooked 
tripe. Beche do mer (a species of sea 
worm), greatly valued as a food tonic 
by all Orientals. Boars' paws dried 
sell at about (12 per pound retail; also 
as a tonic bears' gall as high as $40 
per 
pound. 
Chinese yams of all 


grades. 
One called the woo toe is 


really tho finest; it is a species not at 
known here, but in tasto is much finer 
than tho ordinary potato; it has a 
very tough 
but thin 
skin. When 


growing 
it 
has 
leaves 
re- 


sembling 
our 
water 
lilies. 
Just 


about this time of the year the Chi- 
nese gardeners of New York are fur- 
nishing their countrymen with fresh- 
grown Chinese vegetables, which are 
rather poor in quality, probably ow- 
ing to the peculiar soil here. The koo 
qua or bitter melon is a most favorite 
dish among tho Now York Chinamen 
just now, and it is eaten like the con- 
tinental pumpkins by the Yankees of 
New England. 
Koo qua is grown 


somewhere on Long Island, and is sold 
at twenty-live cents per pound fresh. 


But the Chinese pumpkins grown 


here are more imitations of what they 
they are in their own native soil. 
Birds' nosts are also extensively sold 
among tho well-to-do class of our Mon- 
golian citizens. 
They are sold all 


the 
way 
from $5 
to 
$20 
per 


pound, according to quality. 
The 


best are plucked off from the rocks 
when the busy little swallows have just 
finished building their tender- 
but 


brilliant little homes, with the finest 
ji.irt of a delicate little shell-fish that 
abounds in the Southern seas. 
But 


the most curious of all tho articles of 
trade among the Chinese groceries are 
i ho dried ducks' foot. Every one of 
those- being cut off above the knee 
joints of 
tho ducks 
are cleansed, 


skinned and boned, tho web part then 
(illcil witli tho liver of tlio duck and 
the whole carefully tied up with one 
of (lit! cleansed entrails. 
These are 


sold at tho groceries at about ten cents 
ii foot. 
Fifteen of these foot consti- 


tute a full dish in a first-class Chinese 
restaurant, for 
which they charge 


$2,50. 
They ai'o eoukcd with bamboo 


shoots and mushrooms and pickles.— 
Wong Chin Foo, in N. Y. World.

Whoru customer* lire in doubt or 


aro not f^ooJ judges of the quality of 
nn article their decisions are largely 
determined by the price. Wo venture 
to say that the majority of the custom- 
ers of 
11 dry goods dealer rely alto- 


gether on tho opinions of tho salesmen, 
and for this very reason the importance 
of having clerks who are honest in sell- 
ing goods can not bo overestimated. 
Do not have trieky clerks. Thuy will 
bring their own punishment sooner 01 
later in loss of trade. 
If a store gets 


tho reputation of being a place \there 
the tricks of trade are resorted to the 
evil name will stick to it with more 
tenacity than a porous plaster to the 
back of a fat man. Deceive one cus- 
tomer and it may bo the means of 
doing away with a dozen. 


Once in awhile a customer will ask 


to sac an article, and on asking the 
price may say that it is not good 
enough, although it may be tho best 
quality in town. If the customer is not 
a judge of quality, but depends on the 
price, the clerk is tempted to bring 
(Sown .another box of tlie same goods 
and put on a m'ico to satisfy tho buy 
or. Now this is dishonest, and al- 
though it may not injure or cause the 
ruin of that store, it is tho beginning ol 
n. species of trickery that soonor ot 
later will spread in other directions. 
Aa old merchant of large experience 
makes the statement that in all his 
mercantile experience he never knew 
a merchant to succeed who was dis- 
honest. 
When a merchant begins a 


dishonest act, or allows his clerk to 
commence one without rebuke, he is 
on the road to ultimate failure. 
Ont 


swallow doe.s not make a spring, nor 
one dishonest act make a dishonest 
man, 
but it is a door through which 


'other bad acts can swoop him.—North- 
western Trade.

Tie Canadian Minister air tlie Inleria* 


Has Passed Away. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


OTTAWA, May 7.—Hon. Thomas White, 


minister of the interior, whose sudden death 
recently shocked the Dominion of Canada, 
was the eldest son ot the late Thomas White, 
a native of Westmeath, Ireland, who emi- 
grated to Canada in 1826. The eon was born 
in Montreal, An^. 7, 1830, was educated at 
the high schcol, Montreal, and married, in 
1863, Miss Vice, of Quebec. He was engaged 


in mercantile pur- 
suits in early life, 
a n d 
afterwards 


studied law for 
four 
years with 


the Hon. Sidney 
Smith, Q. C., of 
Cobourg. Having 
removed to Peter- 
boro, he became 
connected with The 
Peterboro Review, 
a n d served for 
some years as reeve 


-ao«f. THOMAS WHITE, of that town. He 
moved in 1803 to Hamilton, where he en- 
tered into partnership with his brother Rich- 
ard, with whom he became port proprietor 
of The Spectator, acting as editor in chief. 
He returued to Montreal as chief proprietor 
of The Gazette, finally, with his brother's 
assistance, securing full control of that 
paper, which is one of the first in Canada. 
He was for several years a representative of 
the Montreal board of trade at the Domin- 
ion board; for three years a member of the 
executive committee of the latter body, and 
for five years the representative at the Na- 
tional board of trade of the United States. 


His untiring energy and power of clearly 


comprehending the most difficult situations 
naturally led to his being asked to enter 
public life. After several defeats he first 
entered parliament as member for Card well 
in 1378, being re-elected in 1882 and again in 
1887. 


On Aug. 6, 1885, while the wounds caused 


in the northwest by the rebellion of that year 
were still bleeding, he was sworn to the privy 
council and appointed minister of the inte- 
rior, afterward becoming superintendent 
general of Indian affairs, which position he 
held till the time of his death.
